.lockey Grand’s complaint. Ren I>»yal was deprived 
of a hard-earniMl victory. Few anticipated the 
change and most of the siK‘ctators had left the track 
b«'fore the original placimrs were disturbed. It 
was the most unex|HMd«‘d disipialitication that has 
occurred on the eastern turf in a ikumimI of years.

Next to the sived of the horse, the most potent force in raciiiR is the skill of the patient. untirliiR and 
little lie.ird of men who act in the capacity of trainers. A horse in the rouRli and a horse in the hlRliest 
(*«>nditi«Hi of muscular development are two widely different projKisitions and tlie latter cmidition. so neces- 
sary to successful raciiiR. is one that is broiiRlil alauit oiil.v by the knowledRe of the trainer. Those at the 
bead of their profession often effect wonderful results with horses that would make no showiiiR in tin* 
liands of less coni|K*tent men. Such trainers as Hildreth. Rowe. Madileu and ColstiMi Icive a faculty of 
;ri« kly RiiaRiiiR the varyiuR qualities of different horses that seems almost uncanny, althoiiRh it is only the 
ic. ult of years of hard work that the public has little comvption of. 

Tlie Ir.iiners of the pres«*nt day have had no siiiK*riors in the past. So far as the present yi*ar is con- 
c* rned. S. C. Hildreth is now at the head. i*re-emiiient success awardiiiR him that |M>sition. In the matter 
of money won by horses umler his intelliRcnt care he is so far in advance of his «*omi>etitors that there is 
no preseiit <s»m|*aris«ui. Ni*xt to him in tliat particular is James Rowe, who trains the hors«*s in the i>ower- 
ful stable of James R. Keene. II. <J. Redwvll, whos«* remarkable sm*cess is one of the marked features of 
the laciicj: iff 1!H«». comes next, followed in order by Colston, Chinn. Walker and Madd<*n. 

When it comes to the matter of numlH*r of races w<m. Red well is aIiiM>st as much in a class by him- 
self as Hihlivth is in money won. He luis saddled s«*venty-nine winners so far and if he keeps on to the 
end of the year as successfully will have achieved a record. Pliil Chinn is next to him ami has done more 
rhan passiiiR well hims<*lf. Colston Is thinl in this class and Hildreth fourtli. while Jlmni.v Rowe has no 
place in it at all.

John W. Schorr’s Recent Acquisition Runs 5 1-S 
Furlongs in 1:06 1-6—Howard Shean Makes 
New Mark for Mile and a Quarter. 



D<*trolt, Mich.. August 6. — J. W. Schorr’s reevnt 
acquisition. Penn, dciuonstratml this aftermmn that 
h(* is entitl(*d to rank in the first division of two- 
year-olds racing on the Canadian circuit, b.v a 
victor.v over a smart baud of juveniles, ineludiug 
the reputed cracks. Star Wave, Douau and Bye 
White. Incidentally Penn lowered thi* track record . 
of 1:061 f<>r five and a half furlongs, made by “Pa” 
Bradley’s gmal racer. Traverser, which has stood the 
ti‘st for twelve years. Penn’s feat was much the 
mure meritorious, inasmuch as Traverser had up only 
84 iMUinds. whereas? Penn carricil 107. "J^ie terrific 
pace forc«*d b.v Donau ami Bye White plaj'ed an iin- 
jmrtant part in the lowering of the record. Penn, 
under go<Kl guldaiu'i*. w’as favored b.v the fast pace 
and. resfiondiiig in game fasliion during the ' final 
drive, overt* H»k and passi*d his opponents in the 
last sixteenth. 

Eye MTilte and Ibmau had lH*en the leaders dur- 
ing the first half. The fast pa«*e told on them and 
Star Wave then flasheil Into the lead. onI.v to be 
displaced near tlie end by the fast-nmiing Penn. 
Star Wave held Ibmau safe for se(*ond place. Eye 
White tired badly and allowed .Mfre<l tbe Great 
to lead him to the finish. Tlie latter t*olt made a 
surprisingly good s'aowiug and may develop into a 
gooil racer. 

The .steeplediase. which was expect«Hl to furnish 
a spectacular contest. prov<*<l a <me-sided affair. 
.John Dillon, the favorite, assumed the lead early 
and won in a romp. Class leader held Harrington 
safe for second place. I.<ong Servkv unseateil his 
rider at the tenth Yence and Restoration lost his 
pilot at tbe ninth hedge. 

J. C. Milam s<*ore<l his first victory of the me<*t- 
Ing when his consistent campaigner. Merrick, b*il 
home a r*mmI hand of sprinters In the fourth race. 
His vict«»r.v, however, was a Huky one, as Ben 
Donhle, which finished secoml, was knm*k(*d back at 
the start. Il.viM*rion II. had no ailments today and 
was a sharp facto rthroughout. landing third money. 

W. H. FIzer t«M*k another purse when Grace 
Dixon led from barrier rise to finislt in the opening 
race. Fiz«*r’s .Vnne McGi*e. w'hich was a hot fnvorite 
in the fifth race. di«ippolnted her Itaekers by V**r 
failure to finisli ts*ttf*r th.nii thin!. 

The mile and a quarter track remrd of 2:07, held 
lolntly b.v .Monk Wayimin and Jessamine Porter 
since 1900. was reduc<Hl to 2:tM;# by Howard Shean 
in the closing race, H«>ward Slu'an. running to his 
best form. assnme<l a long leatl from tlie start, and. 
never giving his backers a nmmeut of uneasiness, 
won as his rider ph*ase<l fnim King of Mist, 
with Dunv«*gau in tliird place. Pt*<Iro, the favor- 
ite. ran far below’ his Ijest form and was badly 
lH*aten off. 

The bookmakers hen* are haviaig a disastrous ex- 
periemt*. It is estimated that since the opening 
they have lost approximatel.v $RiO.000. Twenty- 
eight la.vers were in line today. 

TJugeiie Landslierg. acting as emissary for the De- 
lorimler Park race track, was here toda.v' soliciting 
liorsenien to ship to the Montn*al lialf mile plant, 
lb* was reqq^'sted to leave the track as soon as his 
mission liecanie known.

'kpeniug.

PARLIAMENT AND THE DERBY. 

Wliile the king’s inirse was winning the Derby 
at Epsom this year liis faithful ('oiuinoiis assembled 
for Imsiiiess. It was for many years the custom 
of the House of (^oniiiioiis to ailjiHirn over tin* Derby 
ilay. From 1856 to 1878 the aiijouriinieiit was geii 
crally moved on tiie previous day liy the leader. 

In moving the ailjoiirnnieiit in 1857 Lord Palmers- 
ton siioke of it as “the day on whicli our Isthmian 
games are celelirated.’’ “Isthmian games’’ did not 
stick, but a pliruse of another great purlianientariau 
did. Lord Derby, lamenting liis failure to pull off 
tile liig race, said to Disraeli, no sportsman: 

“You don’t know wliat the Derby is’/’’ 

“Yes,” said Dizzy, “it Is the blue riband of the 
turf.” 

In 1872 the motion for adjournment over the 
Derliy was opiiosihI for tlie first time, Imt carried. 
It was carritnl ugaimst opiiositiiiii in eacli succeed 
iiig year till 1891. It was negatived for the first 
time in 1892. Imt on the following day there was 
not a quoriiiii of memliers pre.soiit and the House 
was counted out. 

The motiim was negatived in following years till 
1896. since which year It has not lieeu moved. 

ONLY ONE GREY HORSE TO WIN DERBY. 

Only one grey horsi* ever won the English Derbv. 
tills lM‘iiig Gustavus, in 1821. but there liave bi*eu 
several amongst the plac«*d horses, siicli as Sir John 
Lade’s ('hop. second in 1781: Ijonl Grantham’s Carlo 
Khan and Grunthani. second in 1784 and 1785; Hec- 
tor, among grey, ran third in 1806: Imrd Darling- 
ton’s Raby was second in 1818; Exquisite made a 
great tiglit of it with Frederick in 182J): and in 
18.*{8 Lord George Bentiuck’s Grey Monius, which 
started first favorite, ran third to the ;iO-to-l shot. 
Amato. Of late years the most conspicuous greva have 
Imm -11 Lord Zetland’s Grey Friars, which disappointed 
his friends sadly, and the ill-fated French horse, 
llolm-auste. whose tragic end excited the pity of 
every person on the course. One grey filly has won 
the Oaks, namely. S<‘otia. in 1802. Imt the St. Leger 
was won by the grey filly IIoilandaiM; in 1778.

Schreiber «lemiir:v«l. Buying stallions, he ()olnted 
*>ut. was like taking n chance in a lottery. No 
matt»>r how goo<l looking or how well bred a horse 
might lx*, there was no telling bow he would bree<l. 
.V thousand, he thouglit. was a goo<l deal of money 
to imt in a stallion like Sain, even if he did hap- 
r»en to be a W(*ll-bred horse of handsome confor- 
mation. The Missouri breeder aud tlie liard-ui» 
horseman haggled for half an hour, with the result 
that Sclin*lber banded the h(»rsemau four $100 bills 
and t«x>k Sain. 

Sain’s career in the stud is too well kn«>wii to 
nMUiire recapitulation. He has lK*en <»ne of tlx* most 
suecvssfiil horses in America, in fact. One of bis 
g<XKl sons. Nealon. won the Brooklyn IIamlicai» and 
Belmont Park Autumn Weigbt-for-.\ge Race a eouide 
>»f s«>asons ago. and another. Jack .\tkiu. won the 
Metn»|M>litnii Handicap of 1908. has lK*en the 
shiftiest weight-carrying sprinter iu America f«»r 
two seasons and will eventually join his famous sire 
in the stud at Sehreiber’s Woodlands Farm. 

Tin* American turf owes Sain, Jack Atkin and 
Nealon to the late Marcus Daly, founder of Bitter 
R<x)t Stud, a Montana th()rouglil»nxI nursery wliich 
in the last decade of the last <entury pnHbi<t‘<l 
Ogilen. Isidor. Hamburg Belle. Intlexible and many 
another first-class racer. James R. Keene purchased 
l’Mst«»rella. the dam of Uoliu, from Mr. Daly, alsi* 
OlitiiiK', the dam of Sysonliy. It was at the Ritter 
R<K)t dis|H*rsal sale that James B. Haggin .leuuired 
Ib'rriedale. the dam of Kiuleydale. and The Task, 
the dam of Sain." Mr. Daly bred Passan. the dam 
of Edward, and sold Isis, the dam of Isidor. It 
lias been said that the Montana liorseman might 
liave broken up racing if he had lived a few years 
'onger. wliicli Is another way of saying that his 
stable would have won $2(X>.OoO or $:>0(>.<K>0 an- 
nually In 19o;{, 1904. 190.5, 1900 and 1!M)7 if it bad 
been given to the founder of Bitter R«M>t to keep 
Ills stnd together until it was in g«MMl working 
■>rd»‘r. 

Mr. Daly breil Sain aud Ogden in England in 

l.'<94 and imiMirted their dams to this country lx‘fore 
Tiey foaled. Tln*se cidts were lM»ru the saim* si*a- 
>oii. and when they were trl«*d as yearlings Joliniiy 
’:impl»ell (trononiioed Sain the Is'tter of the two. 
But Sain did not staml training as well as did 
Ogden. His feet tronblwl him from the Ix'giniiiiig. 
and Uamiihidl left him in .Montana wIk‘II. in the 
Slimmer of 18!Mi. be t*H>k Ogden to Saratoga to 

nreimre him for the Futurity. As everyone knows 
Ogden def»*ated Ornament iu the Futurity, ami after 
the Order colt tnrm*tl the tables on him in the 

Flatbnsh. re|x*attHl the feat in tlie Great Eastern 
Ilaixlieaii. 

Ogden was placed in Madden’s Kentucky stnd 
.if ter a fairly successful racing career, and last 
rear he sent Sir Martin to the raws. Sain did iu*t 
inn*rove n|M»n liis early two-year-old form and Mr. 
Daly left him in Montana. lie did his running <»n 
Oie other side of the great river at Butte. Ana- 

•■otida. Winniix'g and other places, and he ha«1 tu‘v- 
eral «iwiiers l»efore Schreiber acquired him iu the 
manlier descrilx'd.
